INDIAN COMMISSIONS. 


J. D. Woodruff of Wyoming, who was 


made Chairman of a Commission ap- 
pointed by Mr. Harrison last Summer to 
negotiate a tieaty with the ShosHouo and 
Arrnpahoo Indians, is on tho wnt put!) 
and threatens to publish all he knows 
about Indian Commissions. His associ- 
ates were J. II. Brigham of Ohio, and C. 
II. Meiritt, a young nowspnpor man of 
Washington city, neither of whom had 
ever seen an Indian, except in a circus. 
The Oommision was assigned the duty of 
negotiating a treaty with the Indians for 
the cession of n put of their reservation 
to the United States. Woodruff, who has 
lived for years in the West, and was 
thoroughly acquainted with tho Indian 
character, was unable to agree with tho 
other members, and he submits a minor- 
ity report. 
Woodruff called a council of 


tue Indians, and proposed to purchase a 
million and a half acre* ot good land 
from them, for which tho Government 
should pay $700,000. 
This was satis- 


factory to the Indians and to the other 
members of the Commission at first. The 
Commissioners scon discovued, however, 
that to accept the proposition would end 
their worK, 10 they resolved to wait un- 
til the appropriation was exhausted be- 
fore returning home, as they wanted to 
make all they could out of the job. This 
they did, and Woodi off charges tLat their 
report, which simply means giviug $600,- 
000 for a million acres of a woithlcss part 
of the reservation, is a monstrous steal. 


A Commission was 
appointed last 


Summer to come to Nevada and nego- 
tiate treaties with the Panes for the ces- 
sion of portions of tho Walker L'iko and 
Pyramid Lake reservations to the Qov' 
eminent. Tho members ol the Commis- 
sion were wholly unacquainted with the 
Indian character, and iiko those de- 
scribed by Mr. Woodruff, spent Wdeks in 
accomplishing what three or four resi- 
dents of the State, acquainted with the 
Indians, could have done better in two or 
three days. But then the appropriation 
iad to be expended, and some pet politi- 
cians had a good time and a nice junket- 
ing trip at public expense. 


The Halo & Norcroes Case, 


SAN FRANCISCO, 
December 
15.—The 


Hale & Norcross case was resumed to day 
by Judge Hebbard. When the recess was 
taken yesterday Judge Hebbard said he 
would announce bis ruling this morning, 
whether or not be would allow the ease to 
proceed before all the new defendants had 
been served with a summons. Judge Heb- 
bard said tbe general principle of tbe lav 
is that there sbonld be but one judgment 
and that the case ought not to be tried 
piecemeal. In the present case plaintiff 
has elected to sue all the defendants jointly 
and ia thereby estopped from heteafter 
suicg them individually, and the action is 
also one (or an accounting and the new de- 
fendants are certainly entitled to cross-ex- 
amine, and new testimony that may be 
given cont'nuunce snob as is asked could 
not injure the plaintiff. The court gave 
tho plaintiff an opportunity to withdraw 
the amendment and dismiss tbe case as 
against tbe defendants who have not ap- 
peared.

A Bill to Appropriate On* Hundred 


Thousand Dollars for the Purpose. 
Senator Stewart baa introduced a bill 


for the erection of a public building hers. 
A similar bill was introduced by him in 
the last Congress. It passed the, Senate 
but was pigeon-holed by a committee in 
Mr. Reed's House. The Billion Dollar 
Oongrsca could not afford to make en ap- 
propriation for Nevada, as it has not been 
classed as "a doubtful State." The bill is 
as follows: 
Be it enacted by the Senate aud House of 


Representativas of tbe United States 
of America in Congress assembled: 


That the Secretary of the Treasury be, 


and be i* hereby, authorized and directed 
to purchase, or acquire by condemnation, a 
site for, and cause to be erected thereon, a 
suitable building, with fire-proof vaults 
therein, for the accommodation of tho post- 
office and other Government offices, at the 
city of Reno, State of Nevada. The plans, 
specifications, and full estimates for said 
building shall be previously mudo and ap- 
proved according to law, and shall not ex- 
ceed, for the sila and building complete, 
tbe sum of one hundred thousand dollars, 
which snm is hereby appropriated out of 
any money in the Treasury not otherwise 
appropriated : Provided, That 
the site 


shall leave the building nntspoFfd to 
danger from fire in adjacent bniJdingB by 
an open space of cot less than forty feet, 
including streets and alleys; and no money 
appropriated for tbia purpose shall be 
available until a valid title to thn bite for 
said building shell be vested in !h- United 
States. 


THE 
HAMPTON INSTITUTE, VA. , 


Gen oral 8. C. Armstrong, Its President, 


Critically IU. 


General Samuel C. Armstrong, President 


of tho Hampton Institute, "Va,, is repotted 
dying in Boston. He was born in tho 
Hawaiian Islands in 1839, the son of a mis- 
sionary. In 1360 be entered Williams Col- 


ie, Mass. Ho fought in the Civil War, 


commanding negro soldiers dn ring the two 
and a halt years of his period of service. 
In March, 1366, he was assigned a charge 
in Eastern Virginia with headquarters at 


Hampton, "to manage negro affairs acd to 
adjust, if possible, tbe relations of the 
races." 
There he found educational work 


in progress under the American Missionary 
Association of New Yotk. 
In 1867, at his 


suggestion, the American Missionary As- 
sociation bought the estate on which tbe 
Institute stands. The Institute opened in 
April, 1868, with General Armstrong in 
charge, two teachers and fifteen pupils. 
Both negroes and Indiana are taught here, 
the latter being received since 1878, and 
there are about 650 boarding itndents. 
Hampton has 720 graduates. Good peo- 
ple are hoping and praying that General 
Armstrong may g*t well and continue his 
good work. 


Fell Off the Redaction Works

A Piano fraud. 


Attention has recently been drawn In 


England to a species of fraud which 1 
becoming somewhat common in thi 
country. It appears that hundreds o 
pianos are annually brought over from 
Germany for the purpose only of bein, 
sold by auction. Occasionally they bea 
real names, and often purely apocrypha 
ones. But many of them boast nam 
labels, which closely resemble those o 
eminent manufacturers.

It is satisfactory to know that the 
piano manufacturers of this country are 
becoming alive to the necessity of takint 
steps to prevent this injury to the publi 
and to themselves. Not long ago a wel 
knowu New York firm had occasion t< 
tuke action in a case of this kind, n 
had the satisfaction of securing a ver 
diet calculated to effectually prevent 
repetition of the offense.—Chicago News.
